(3) Theft of public funds involving property exceeding

$10,000 and not exceeding $100,000 in wvalue is a Class 1

felony.

(4) Theft of public funds involving property exceeding

$100,000 and not exceeding $500,000 in value is a Class X

felony.

(5) Theft of public funds involving property exceeding

$500,000 in value is a Class 1 non-probationable felony.

Sec. 33E-16. Misapplication of funds. Whoever, being an
officer, director, agent, or employee of, or affiliated in any

capacity with the State of TIllinois or any agency of the State,

or any unit of local government or school district, embezzles,

steals, obtains by fraud, or otherwise without authority

knowingly converts to the use of any person other than the

rightful owner or intentionally misapplies, property that is

owned by, or is under the care, custody, or control of the

State of Illinois or of any agency of the State, a unit of

local government, or school district —witHEottyrmisappties—any
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goverament—or—seheoel—distriet is guilty of a Class 3 felony.
